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Aving had Occaſion in ſome of the 
late Reviews to talk of the State of 
the preſent Confederacy, and the 

ill Pruſpect of the War for this Campaign 
which nevertheleſs i by many Folks made to ſeem 
4 great Deal worſe #ban it iu ;. it cannot but 
prompt me to remind our Anti-Uaion 
Friends of ſomething here, for I ſhall-be al- 
ways looking back towards them, bur by 
the Way, mark it, I do not mean our Anth 
Vnion — the y would re jeyco- But our 
Friends, our miſtaken Friends, wherever they 
live, and whoever they are, to remind 
them, I ſay, of the Circumſtaaces Britain bad 
now been ja, had the Union broke up by 
the Power and Force of Tumult and Rab- 
ble, as was detign'd, and too blindly deſir d 
even by them; I might form the general 
Obſeryation into two things. 


One I have often nam'd, viz. What Cone 
dition they had been in, eſpecially in the 
North, if the Union had been made under a. 
Higb Flying Diſpenſat ion, either ia Church 
oi State ? 

The Second now appears very conſidera - 
ble to me, whatever they may think of it, 
viz. That had the Diviſions in the Northery 
Parts of Britain continued, had the Treaty 
met with any Interruptions there, had the 
Tumults and Oppoſition made there riſen 
to the Height, it was fear'd they would, 
and by ſome defign'd, ſo as to have embar- 
raſod the Goyernmedt, diſpers'd the Par- 
liament, and put a Stop to the Treaty; had . 


the Confuſions intended been continued, and 
the Party that took Arms have been en- 
creas'd by the reft ofthe unhappy 


Madmen, . 
that ſhew'd their Good - Will to it, fo _ 
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bad beer now debating in the Field, and 
Force have been the Refuge of both ſides. In 
ſhort, had the Union been now. unfiniſhed, 
and the Nation not only divided in Govern- 
ment, as it muſt have been, but divided al- 
ſo in Parties,torn in pieces, in Feuds and civil 
Diviſions, and the Treaty laid afide— What 
a Pofture of our Affairs ſhould we have been 
in now upon this little Alteration of th 

common Face of things abroad | 

What Encouragement would the Friends: 
of France aud a depos'd Race have receiy'd, 
and prongs private Aſſiſtance alſo by this 
Time to have fomented the Diviſion, and 
brought at leaſt that Part of Britain into 
Blood and Confufion 2 — What Delolation 
inſtead of Peace, Deſtruction inftead of 
Plenty ? what Blood, what Ruin had, now 
been raging over a peaceable and quiet Peo- 
ple, and how had that Party, who have look't 
on their Conatry's Proſperity as theie Loſs ; 
How have they always diſcover'd a Pleaſure 
at the Advantages gain'd by the Enemies of 
the Prote ſtane Religion, and. of Britiins Li. 
berty ? How bave they ſhown what tis they 
wiſh for, even in their publick Rejoycings at 
the Diſaſter befallen the Confederates: in 
Spain; nay, tho' their owa Country-Men of 
both. Parts of this Iſland have fallen in the 
Fight? - 

What Sort of People they are, who thus 
rejoyce atv the Misfartunes of their Native 
Country; and wby they do ſo, is not a De- 
bate to be entred upon, I ſhall talk of that 
by it ſelf; but how far their Folly, to call 
it no worſe, had extended, how far they had 
unhappily been encourag d by theſe things 
ta puſh-at the Ruin of. their Native Coun- 
try. who can tell? | 

I am not of the Opinion, as J have de- 
clar d already, that the Diſaſter of Spain is 
ſuch a thing, that we ought to be ſo much 
diſcaurag d by, as to deſpair ot the right Iſ- 
ſue of the War, or bringing, France to good 
Termsbf Peace; bu: { mutt lay,had we been 
at the fame divided and in Confuſion at home, 
bad the Friends to Freueb Intereft and to 
Frrobite Power been able to have made a 
Diverſion at Home; had the North of Bri- 
rain been in the leaſt Diſorder, ſo 2s that 
Borces muſt have been wanted on that ſide, 
Ind the Enemies of the Government had 


- what Diſor 
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Arms put in their Hands there, how had 
our Hands been ty'd from thoſe neceſſary 
Efforts, which may now and indeed muſt be 
made towards retriexing our -Afﬀairs abroad, 
without too much weakning our needful 
Strength in other Parts ? 7 
I need not go back to explain, what Mic. 
chief a ſmall Power might have done at a 
JunAure, when I will not ſay, buf too wa- 
ny, who are rea] Enemies to a Facsbite lu- 
tereft, were yet ſo unbappily blinded, as 
to have been williog, that almoſt any Power 
or any Party ſhould have hindred the Agree. 
ment they ſaw in View, and which I hope, 
and am perſwaded, ſome of them #ave, 
and all of them ill live to bleſs GOD for. 
Pray, Gentlemen, now refle(, what a 
Lift would it have been to the French King's 
Affairs at this Time, to have had Britains 
together by the Ears among themſelves at 
this Time, to have had the North all jn a 
Flame, three Parties in it up in Arms, and 
ruining one another; the Government ſo 
far from being able to ſend Forces to Spain, 
that they ſhould be rather fetching Troops 
from Flanders, to ſet things to rights ac 
Home, | 
Not that I believe, the Party in the 
North, with all their !ntereft, nay, and aſ- 
fifted by French Power, nay, tho' their 
young Bloſſom, as they call him, had come 
over wich all his Intereſt and Friends, could 
have done any thing but have finiftted their 
own Deſtruction, and perhaps have brought 
ſome People the ſborreft Way to their Under. 
ſtandiags z but what Influence it muſt have 
had on out Affairs abroad, what a Negative 
it maſt have put upon the Article of Spain; 
r and Change of Meaſures it 
might have put upon the eracy, how 
it would have diſabled us for that united 
concerred Effort, which I hope, we ſhall 
row make to reſtore thiogs in Spin: And 
ibu Way ſpeaking, what Injury it had done 
to the Proteſtant Intereſt, and what Ser- 
vice to the Enemies of this Nation, theſe 
are Conſiderations I moſt earneftly recom- 
mend to thoſe Gentlemen, who are not yet 
convinc'd of their Error, in oppeting the ge- 
neral Good of Brirzin and of the ProtcFanc 
Intereft, which, as it now plainly appears, 
lay wrapt up in the Treaty of Union. "IR 
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And now, Gentlemen, let me tell you, 
tis the Proſpect of this has made me 
ſo long even to Tautology, and ſome may 
think to Impertinence, repeat and repeat 
the Exhortation and prefiing Inftances of 
Peace and Agreement among our ſelves, 
ſince not to unite in Heart, not to joyn in 
Affection, now we are joyn'd and united in 
Tatereſts and Conftitution, would be to 
have, «s the Scripture ſays in another Caſe, the 
Form of the Union without the Power of it; 
it would be to let the Enemy in like a Flood, 
it would be to weaken by our private Hands, 
what the publick Intereſt has made ſtrong, 
ir would be to ſet up French Inteteſt, let in 
French Power, revive French Hopes, and re- 
flore French Councils. Ia ſhort, it would 
be to defeat the Deſign of the Union, and 
to give the Enemy the ſame Advantages, 
now tis obtain'd, which they aim'd at in 
their Deſigns to defeat it. 

With this Proſpe I have dwelt ſo long on 
this Matter, and talk'd of Union, Union, 
till ſome People ſuſpeR I have nothing elſe 
to ſay—— But fear not that, Gentlemen, 
the Enemies of this Paper always take Care 
to furniſh me with ſomething to ſay— If 

would ſilence this Paper, they have the 
moſt ready Way in the World to do ir, and 
give me leave to tell you, Gentlemen, you 
have but that one Way to do it. 

Leave off inſulting the Government, un- 
der which you enjoy LIBERTY, a thing 
you know not how to value, and which with 
an uncommon Lenity bears with your Aft- 
fronts. ; 

Leave of inſulting the Revolution, an 
Article by which Heaven in a miraculous 
Manner reftor'd Truth and Peace, and from 
which Tyranny and Oppreſſien fied as Clouds 
and Darkneſs from the Beams of the Sun. 

Leave off reproaching the Memory of K. 
William, that Glorious Inſtrument the Al- 
mighty ſingled out from all the Princes of 
the Earth, to teach Crewn'd Heads how 
Nations 7 * to be govern d; by whoſe 
Example, if the French King would ad, [I 
mean in purſuing the Ends of Government, 
the Good: of the Govern'd, he would ſoon 
give Peace to Europe, by laving down the 
Arms of Violence, and reftering the ra- 
viſhed Dominions of his Neighbours. 
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Leave off abuſing the beſt QUEEN, that 
Heaven ever beftow'd uph'a Nation, that 
ſacrific'd her Quiet, ber Family, ber pProſ- 
pe d. and now her Revenues to the Good of 
the Publick, the Aid of her Subjes, and 
the Intereft of Religion. 

Leave off betraying your Native Coun - 
try; which you would abandon to Popery, 
and the deſpicable Bondage of French men 
and Iyrants. 

Leave off inflaming the Nation, by fill 
ing the Heads of the People with Jealouſies, 
Diftruſts, and unnatural Animolities one a- 
gainft another, keeping up the Strife of 

Parties at home, when all ought to unite a- 
ga iaſt a formidable Enemy abroad. 

Leave of impoling upon the Ignorance 
and Weaknels of the poor People of both 
Nations, by forging continual Stories of 
your Brethren and Neighbours, to delude 
the Minds of the whole, and keep them 
ever agitated to their own De ſtruct ioo. 

Leave off unchriftian Jangles about Reli- 
gion, and keeping up Differences about 
Trifles, where they agree is Fundamentals, 
in order to de ſtroy Charity, and prevent the 
mutual Aſfiſtance, which ought to be given 
to one another atzaiaſt the growing Errors of 
Popery and Superftition. 

Leave off the fooliſh Practice of railing 
at Diſſenters, pretending the Want of Uni- 
formity, and quarrelling their rejeQing Ce- 
remonies, as a thing fatal to Religion,and at 
the ſame time barbouring in the Boſom of 
the Church, to the Eternal Scandal of her Diſ. 
cipline, Crowds of Deiſts, Atbeifts, Arminians, 
and which is worſe, At, Socinizns, Pe- 
lagians, Soul Sleepers, and the like, who 
deny the moſt Fundamental Dofrines of the 
Chriftian Religion. 

No more let Convocation Gentlemen reſiſt 
the QUEPN's Authority, in order to pre- 
ſc rye her Supremacy, and revive an old 
Game they have ſo dſten revil'd theirNeigh- 
bours for, of playing the Authority agaiaft 
the Perfon of the Soveraign. 

No more let them defend the Church of 
England, by turning Presbyterians in Pra- 
Qice, and ſetting up Convocation Power, 
like the Eccleſiaſtical, agaiaſt the Civil Ma- 
gilgrate. 
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
